131  have  been  nap- 
lined,  or  nearly  four  tlmea  the  num- 
ber of  those  lost  by  the  very  large 
British  merchant  marine.

WASHINGTON.  Oct.  lg.—> High  praise 
for  native  Indian  troops  sent  to  France 
bv  (ireat  Britain  snd  condemnation  of 
the  French  black  troops  rrom  Senegal 
waa  contained  In  an  official  wireless 
from  the  Foreign  Office  at  Berlin,  which 
was  made  public  at  the  German  em- 
bassy today,    ft  reads:

Great  Britain  Takes  Action  to 
Prevent  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria Turning  Their  Stocks 
of  Sugar  Into  Money, 


LONDON.  Oct.  23  — An  official  .late- 
ment  Issued  this  evening  says  the  Gov- 
ernment lias  prohibited  the  Importation 
of  sugar  into  the  United  Kingdom,  with 
tho  obJ«c'  of  preventing  German  and 
At  strian  sugar  reaching  here  from  neu- 
tral countries. 

Fxplalning  tin  Government's  decision 
i,<  prohibit  the  Importation  of  sugar 
Into  the  United  Kingdom,  the  official 
news  bureau  aeya:  •  • 

"Measures  already  have  been  taken  t  . 
prevent  the  Importation  Into  Germany 
and  Austria  or  goods  necessary  to  lha 
conduct  of  the  war.  but  when  neutral 
countries  imve  the  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing great  profits  on  the  enhanced  prices 
which  Germany  and  Austria  are  willing 
to  pay.  it  is  Impossible  to  put  a  stop  t-> 
all  Importations. 

"At  the  present  time  there  are  few  ex- 
ports of  great  value  which  can  be  sent 
out  In  exchange  for  goods  which  Ger- 
many receives  from  neutral  countries. 
Of  these,  sugar  Is  the  chief.  Already 
ex-  luinaes  arc  rising  against  Germany 
and  Austria,  and  if  the  exportation  of 
sugar  could  be  prevented,  or  rendered 
ntipiotiiable,  a  further  serious  blow 
would  be  struck  at  their  trade. 


"German  and  Austrian  sugar  may  not 
be  Imported  here  under  It*  true  colors, 
but  if  It  is  first  exported  to  a  neutral 
roiituiy  and  then  re-exported  from  Mm 
neutral  country  to  Great  Britain,  it 
passes  as  Innocent.  Already  aslvlCSM 
hsve  be«  n  received  that  bids  for  Ger- 
man sugar  are  being  greedily  sought  In 
neutral  countries.  Kven  If  thla  sugar 
did  not  come  into  this  country,  though 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  traffic 
has  begun.  It  would  set  free  a  corres- 
ponding amount  of  sugar  In  a  neutral 
country  which  might  be  shipped  Into  the 
United  Kingdom. 

"The  only  ultimate  big  market  for 
this  sugar  is  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
nothing  less  than  total  prohibition  or 
importation  into  this  country  wll!  hinder 
(he  German  and  Austrian  exportation. 

"In  ordinary  circumstance*  such  pro- 
hibition would  be  Inconceivable,  but  the 
large  supplies  secured  by  the  Rugar  Com- 
mission assure  an  ample  sapply  for 
British  consumption  ror  many  months. 
The  price  at  which  It  has  been  bought 
permits  or  retail  sale  without  loas  at  a 
rate  below  that  now  current  namely  3% 
pence  per  pound  for  granulated  sugsr. 
and  a  reduction  may  be  expected, 

•'In  theee  circumstances  the  Govern- 
ment has  decided  to  prohibit  for  a  time 
the  importation  of  sugar,  with  the  object 
of  defeating  the  Germans  and  AUstrians 
turning  their  stocks  Into  money.  This 
measure  was  not  adopted  earlier  because 
the  danger  did  not  exist  until  recently, 
as  the  exportation  of  sugar  from  Oer- 
many and  Austria  was  prohibited.  The 
prohibition  has  been  relaxed,  now  that 
they  find  Great  Britain  has  been  able  to 
make  other  provision.

REPORTED  BREAK 

IN  ENEMY'S  LINE 


Central  News  Dispatch  Says 
Part  of  His  Force  Is  Cut  Off 
—Germans  Said  to  Be 
Leaving  Ostend. 


PAB1S  Oct  33.  —  Watching  each 
others  ..very  movement  In  order  to 
take  advantage  of  the  slightest  weak- 
ness at  any  point,  the  two  great  armies 
continued  violent  attacks  and  counter- 
attacks throughout  last  night  and  to- 
day, according  to  statements  made  by 
oWcer*  and  ofSetcJt  arriving  here  ttcm 
the  battle  line.  The  assaults  did  not 
effect  any  noticeable  change  in  the 
positions,  although  the  Allies  were  com- 
pelled to  fta  tjraj  a  little  at  La  Bas- 
see.  thirteen  miles  southwest  of  Lille. 

At  Aimentltres  also  the  nshtlng  was 
very  stubborn,  and  the  Allies  gained 
bom.    more  ground. 

Trick  That  Palled 

Two  oilbeis  in  British  uniforms 
halted  today  the  motors  belonging  to 
an  ummunition  convoy  as  It  was  pro- 
ceeding to  the  British  lines  at  Armen- 
tleres  witli  supplies. 

"Halt:  Vow  are  running  right  into 
c.crman  trenches."  was  the  command 
given  to  the  couvoy. 

The  captain  In  charge  spoke  to  the 
two  officers,  who  were  driving  a  British 
motor  car.  After  a  few  words  had 
passed,  the  captain  noted  that  the  man 
who  had  Issued  the  order  spoke  with  a 
alight  sccent.  whereupon  he  drew  hla 
revolver  snd  shot  both  his  supposed 
comrades  In  arms.  At  the  asme  mo- 
ment a  squadron  or  Germsn  cavalry 
appeared  a  short  distance  away. 

The  Britlah  captain  then  ordered  the 
truck  drivers,  most  of  whom  were  Lon- 
don motor  bus  cbsfciffeure.  to  dismount 
with  their  rifles  and  take  a  position  In 
a  ditch  beside  the  road  to  defend  the 
convoy.  When  the  German w-avalry  waa 
about  to  charge  and  a  detachment  of 
German  infantry  bad  arrived  on  the 
scene,  from  the  other  side  a  French 
battalion  appeared.  A  sharp  fight  fol- 
lowed, and  the  Germans  retired  with 
heavy  losses. 

favorable   to  Allies 

The  Allies'  commanders  regard  the 
result  of  today's  fighting  as  favorable 
to  their  troops,  since  It  has  proved  their 
ability  to  withstand  frequent  and 
formidable  ahocks  from  the  powerfully 
relnrbrced  German  army  without  per- 
ceptible giving  way.  In  fact,  they  have 
advanced  somewhat  at  various  points. 

In  the  vicinity  or  Arras  the  forcing 
tactics  of  the  Germans  were  again  in 
evidence  today,  but  the  Invaders  made 
no  progress.  The  artillery  duel  was  ex- 
ceedingly heavy.  French  guns  silenced

German  Military  Authorities 
Find  That  Much  Alleged  In- 
formation Gathered  in  Brit- 
ain Was  Quite  Misleading. 


LONDON.  Oct.  23— A  Gtrraan  officer 
Interned  with  some  other  prisoners  of 
war  1n  Mouth  Ireland  has  given  to  the 
I'.nKllsh  officer  In  charge  of  the  prison- 
ers some  Information  which  throws  an 
tntereatlng  light  on  the  Oormas  Mew  of 

esplonsge. 

According -to  the  Germsn  ofricer,  it 
wss  fully  believed  st  German  hesd- 
qusriers  that  as  soon  as  the  British 
mohllixatlon  was  ordered  the  transport 
workers  would  strike.  This  Information 
was  conveyed  to  the  German  head- 
quarters' staff  three  weeks  before  the 
outbreak  of  the  war.  and  was  fully  re- 
lied upon.  According  to  the  German  of* 
ficcr.  the  Information  came  from  a  spy 
who  was  supposed  to  h.-  closely  In  touch 
with  the  working  class  organisations  in 
England. 

This  apy  was  In  Berlin  when  war  was 
declared,  and  later,  when  his  Information, 
proved  to  be  false,  wss  arrested.  A  simi- 
lar fate  has  also  overtsken  several  other 
spies,  who  had  evidently  been  manu- 
facturing Information  for  which  they 
were  very  highly  paid.  Some  of  theae 
men.  according  to  the  German  ofricer. 
have  been  shot. 

Most  definite  ami  apparently  accurate 
InroKpistlon  kept  reaching  German  mili- 
tary headquarters  up  to  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  concerning  tho  recruiting 
possibilities  in  Kuuland  In  the  event  of 
war.

It  wss  hell.  ,e,|  thai 
when  no  more  voluntary  recruits  could 
be  obtained  In  Kngland,  conscription 
would  have  to  be  resorted  to  and  this 
would  lead  to  political  divisions  and 
break  up  all  chances  of  present  unity. 

Such,  according  to  the  German  officer, 
waa  the  Information  which  the  Kaiser 
and  his  military  organizers  received  and 
believed.  A  general  election,  fought  on 
the  question  of  conecrlptlon.  wss  to  be 
one  of  the  events  which  would  lrad 
to  Kngland's  downfsll  somewhere  shout 
October  or  November. 

Now.  apparently,  great  distrust  of  all 
Information  received  from  spies  who 
have  been  working  In  Knglsnd  prevail* 
at  Germsn  military  snd  naval  hesd- 
quarters,  and  plans  based  on  such  In- 
formation are  continually  revised  or  al- 
together altered. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  snd  most  un- 
ple.issnt  surprise  thst  awaited  the 
Kslser  and  his  advisers  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  wss  the  Immediste  arrest 
In  P.ngland  of  certain  splea.  which  dis- 
closed the  hitherto  unsuspected  fact  to 
their  masters  that  the  business  on 
which  these  men  had  been  enssged  In 
Kngland  was  fully  known  to  the  British 
Government.  If  there  was  one  thing 
that  the  Germsna  believed  more  than 
another.  It  was  that  their  spies,  for  the 
most  part,  were  entirely  unsuspected.

From  Carrying  Out  Scheme 
of  Capture. 


LOSSES  SUSTAINED 

ARE  VERY  HEAVY 


Large  Quantities  of  War 
Stores  and  Ammunition  Are 
Found  in  Trenches— Bombs 
Thrown  Into  Warsaw, 


I'KTIti  m;i:.m>.  Oct  2S.— Military  crlt- 
tiH  declare  that  all  the  plans  of  Ger- 
man strategy  in  Russian  Poland  have 
been  destroyed  by  the  blow  dealt  them 
In  the  region  of  Warsaw. 

The  Germans"  object  Is  believed  un- 
doubtedly to  have  been  to  seise  the  po- 
litical and  administrative  centre  or  Po- 
land, with  the  bridge  over  the  Klver 
Vistula,  by  the  attacks  of  three  con\erg- 
in*j  groups,  while  s  fourth  Austro-Ger- 
man  group  advanced  from  beyond  the 
Itlver  Pllltza  against  Ivangorod.  south 
of  Warsaw,  and  ihe  Austrlans  rrom  the 
t'arpsthlans  attacked  the  Russian  ex- 
treme lert  flank  snd  threstened  the  Rus- 
sian communications. 

The  defeat  of  these  operations  must. 
It  Is  declared,  inevitably  lead  to  further 
Russian  victories  between  the  Pllltsa 
and  Handomlr  The  Germans  were  al- 
lowed to  come  within  ten  miles  of  War- 
saw before  the  Russlana  begsn  the  de- 
fense of  that  city,  which  was  so  well 
accomplished. 

The  fine  Hiberlan  regiments,  with  their 
shaggy  sheepskin  coats  and  caps, 
marojhe.l  through  the  Warsaw  streets 
straiKht  into  action.  They  took  man*' 
prisoners  and  inrileted  heavy  losses  In 
the  battles  of  Blone  and  Pruaskoff. 

Many  villages  were  taken  snd  re- 
taken. 

South  of  Prxemysl  the  fighting  is  go- 
ing on.  In  the  last  ten  days  the  Rus- 
fdgJMB,  under  Gen.  Bruslloff.  have  In- 
rjaCtsd  fUM  IhOW  losses  on  the  Austrlans. 
Ths  Gsnfcang  ami  Austrlans  who  were 
taken  prisoner*  all  look  haggard  and 
worn.  Many  hundreds  of  Germans  taken 
prison,  rs  In  the  righting  before  War- 
saw have  arrived  at  Moscow. 


PKTROGKAD,  Oct.  23.— 'The  ener- 
getic ofrenslvo  of  our  armies,  which 
have  crossed  the  Vistula  on  a  large 
front,  encounters  no  resistance  on  the 
part  of  the  Germans,  who  continue  to 
retreat."  the  official  communication  Is- 
sued by  the  Russian  general  staff  lo- 
nisht  states. 

"In  the  trenches  below  Ivangorod  we 
t«»ok  large  quantities  of  war  stores  and 
ammunition  abandoned  by  the  reserve 
corps  of  the  Prussian  guard  in  Its  hasty 
retreat.

London,  Oct.  21.—  The  first  good 
description  of  the  sea  fight  last  Satur- 
day, which  resulted  In  the  sinking  of 
four  German  torpedo  boat  destroyers  off 
the  Dutch  coast,  by  the  British  cruis.  r 
l  odaijiited.  and  the  torpedo  bout  de- 
stroyers Lance.  Lennox,  Legion  and 
Loyal,  is  given  by  an  officer  of  the 
Lndsiintcl.  who  ssi. I. 

"When  heading  northward  we  saw 
th.  xmoke  or  four  , German  vessels.  The 
captain  immediately  ordered  us  to 
clear  for  action  Mn,l  to  chase  them.  We 
Stemmed  at  top  speed  with  the  destroy- 
ers in  pursuit  of  the  Germans.  It  was 
an  unforgettable  sight.  Our  nerves 
were  ^trained  and  everybody  was  keen 
over  our  luck. 

"The  Germans  turned  about  and  fled, 
hut  we  had  the  advantage  >  In  speed, 
snd  soon  they  were  In  range  of  our 
six-Inch  bow  guns.  Seeing  themselves 
cornered,  the  Germans  altered  their 
course,  got  s  better  strategic  position 
and  answered  our  fire,  aiming  mostly 
at  our  destroyers. 

"Lusty  cheering  rang  from  our  ships 
as  the  first  German  destroyer  disap- 
peared. A  shell  struck  her  Just  below 
the  bridge  and  ,she  toppled  over  on 
her  beam  ends  like  a  wounded  bird, 
then  righted  her*.lf  to  a  level  with 
the  surface,  and  finally  plunged  bow 
first  beneath  the  waves.  It  was  all 
over  with   her  In  two  minutes. 

"In  less  thsn  an  hour  after  we  had 
sighted  the  Germans  the  second  de- 
stroyer was  odt  of  action.  She  wss 
burning  fore  and  aft.  Knowing  what 
fearful  work  we  were  doing.  A  ahell 
hit  her.  and  th.  funnels,  bridge,  tor- 
pedo tubes  and  deck  fittings  all  dlssp- 
peareil  like  magic. 

Clinging  to  Wreckage 

"We  actually  pasted  over  the  spot 
where  the  first  vessel  was  sunk,  and 
for  the  space  of  a  couple  of  seconds, 
aa  we  tore  through  the  water  at  a  rata 
of  over  thirty  knots,  we  saw  poor 
wretches  floating  about,  clinging  to 
burned  debris  and  other  wrecka**.  It 
was  s  pitiable  sight,  but  we  had  two 
more  of  them  to  put  out  or  action,  and 
were  forced  to  go  along  and  try  to 
rorget    the  siglH 

"The  second  ahlp.  u  mass  of  lames, 
had  sunk  to  the  level  of  the  water, 
and  we  soon  had  the  remaining  two 
out  or  business.  Their  firing  wss  very 
poor,  though  several  or  their  shells 
Hew  sround  and  cast  shrapnel  about  us. 

"The  enemy  fired  many  torpedoes, 
one  or  them  missing  the  I'ndaunted  s 
stern  by  only  a  few  yards.  Fortu- 
nately, we  saw  the  bubbles  It  msde  ss 
It  approached,  and  thus  svolded  the 
fate  of  the  Ahouklr. 

"An  hour  and  a  half  after  the  Ger- 
mans were  sighted  all  wsa  over  with 
I  hem.  and  the  order  wss  given  to  save 
life."

1  i.e  Herman  attack  was  severe  In  th» 
W .  si,  where  their  right  wing,  strongly 
reinforced  by  fresh  troops,  attempted  to 
aovance  toward  the  Belgians,  who  are 
holding  the  Allies'  extreme  left.  This 
left  rests  on  the  coast,  and  Is  supported 
by  Kngllsh  and  French  warships  and  by 
Anglo-French  troops,  which  form  a 
front  extending  from  a  point  somewhere 
in  the  vicinity  of  Dixmude.  southward 
to  La  Bassee  Canal.  Each  side  clairm 
successes,  but  the  French  alone  admit 
that  In  places  they  have  been  compelled 
to  fall  back. 

Generally,  however,  there  Is  little  01 
no  change,  the  lines  swinging  and  sway- 
ing as  they  have  done  for  weeks.

Although  It  is  now  Just  two  months 
slice  the  Allies  concentrated  on  the 
French-Belgian  frontier  to  oppose  the 
Oct  man  advance,  and  the.

Kven 
the  Belgian  army  escaped  almost  intact 
after  the  country  was  overrun  by  the 
G<  rnutns.  The  same  can  be  said  of  op- 
ei nt Ions  In  the  Kast.  where  the  armies' 
«»:  Russia.  Germany  and  Austria  ar« 
Mchtlng.  except  in  the  case  of  Mfgd 
Col.  ffsmsonoff.  tho  Russian  commander, 
whose  fflltly  w/s  partially  destroyed  by 
the  Germans  In  the  battle  of  Tannen- 
b.  rg,  Kast  Prussia. 

In  the  present  battle  of  the  River 
Vistula,  from  Warsaw  south  t..  th. 
Itlver  Pllltna.  the  Russians  have  s  r.  i 
An  important  victory  In  driving  the  •;.  1  - 
mans  back,  and  have  captured  many 
prisoners,  besides  guns  snd  ammunition. 
But  the  defeated  srmy.  when  It  gets 
back  to  its  selected  poslton.  can  en- 
trench snd  start  another  siege  battle, 
such  as  that  which  occurred  on  Ihe 
Klver  Alette  In  France.  Southward  of 
the  Pllltsa,  the  Germans  still  hold  tho 
River  Vlstuls.  except  In  front  of  th. 
fortress  of  Ivangorod.  where  they  were 
driven  back  by  attacks  from  that  strong- 
hold. 

Th-  Austiisn  srmy.  which  was  so 
orten  described  as  routed  snd 
li.  the  battles  or  Gallcla.  has  sprung 
Int..  lire  again  and  is  attacking  the 
Russian  lert  wing.

The  news  of  the  Karlsruhe  n  exploit, 
according  to  The  Dally  Mail's  Teaertffg 
correspondent,  was  brought  to  that  port 
by  the  German  steamer  Crefeld,  which 
arrived  there  with  the  crews  of  the 
British  steamers  Strathroy,  Maple 
Branch.  Highland  Hope.  In.trajii,  Kio 
Iguassu.  Farn.  Maria  Ktsltg  de  I.ar- 
dinaga.  Cervantes,  Cornish  City.  Pruth, 
Condor  and  Lyronwa.  all  of  which  were 
sunk  by  the  Karlsruhe.  The  Crefeld 
was  accompanied  Into  port  by  the  Ger- 
man steamers  Patagonia.  Rio  Negro 
and  Asuncion. 

A  later  message  states  that  more 
than  400  men  of  tbe  crews  are  prison- 
era  The  ships  were  mostly  riiKaged  in 
the  South  American  trade,  and  their 
total  tonnage  is  about  60.000. 

Lloyds'  states  that  the  Inclusion  of 
ehe  British  stesmer  Maria  de  !,arr!nga 
in  the  list  of  vessels  sunk  by  the  (Ser- 
man  crulaer  Karlsruhe  as  first  announc- 
ed was  an  error.  The  vessel  sunk  was 
the  Dutch  steamer  Marls,  which  was 
bound  for  Belfast  4mm  Portland.  Ore- 
gon, with  wheat.  Also  the  vessel  de- 
scribed In  the  original  list  as  the  Nleoto 
was  the  Nlceto  de  Larrlnaga. 

The  Karlsruhe  first  came  Into  notice 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  when  she 
appeared  In  the  vicinity  of  Saad*  Hook 
apparently  In  wait  for  British  mer- 
chantmen leaving  New  York-  For  a 
few  days  British  shipping  hugged  the 
piers,  and  then  came  news  that  the 
Karlsruhe  had  been  driven  away  by  tha 
approach  of  several  British  cruisers. 

On  August  »  the  Karlsruhe  appeared 
In  the  harbor  of  San  .loan,  Porto  Rlatt, 
where  she  coaled  and  again  took  to  sea. 
Soon  after  it  was  learned  that  the 
Karlsruhe  had  been  In  a  running  fight 
at  sea  with  the  British  cruisers  Suffolk 
and  Bristol. 

Since  then  the  Ksrlaruhe  has  ap. 
peared  in  several  Went  Indian  ports 
for  coal  after  preying  Jn  various  South- 
ern Heas  on  commerce  An  official 
statement  given  out  in  Berlin.

IN  SUPREME  COURT 


Appeal  Prom  British  Columbia  la  Oaaes 
Involving  Destruction  of  Tim- 
bor  by  Plr. 

OTTAWA.  Oct.  ii—  In  the  Supreme 
Court  todsy  the  hearing  of  appeals  was 
taken  up  In  the  cases  of  Hearn  and  the 
Traders'  National  Bank  against  the 
Nelson  A  Fort  Sheppard  Rallwav  Co. 

The  actions  were  brought  for  recovery 
of  damages  for  the  destruction  of 
timber  belonging  to  the  appellants  by 
lire  alleged  to  have  been  set,  by  sparks 
from  one  of  the  company's  engines 
about  a  mile  and  a  hnjf  north  of  Salmo, 
British  Columbia,  In  May.  im.  The 
actions  ware  tried  before  His  Honor 
Judge  Forin  end  s  Jury  in  the  County 
Court  at  Rossland,  verdlcta  being  re- 
turned for  fl.600  damages  In  favor  of 
Hcame  and  1160  In  favor  of  tho 
Tradara'  National  Bank.  On  these 
verdlcta  Judgments  were  entered. 

The  railway  company  appealed  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals  for  British  Columbia, 
and  by  the  Judgment  how  appealed 
from,  that  court  set  aside  the  verdicts 
and  dismissed  both  actions,  with  costs. 

On  the  opening  of  the  arguments,  the 
question  arose  whether.  In  view  of  the 
proeeedlnga  having  been  originated  In 
the  County  Court,  there  could  be 
Jurisdiction  In  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada  to  entertain  the  appeal,  appeals 
from  County  Courts  being  limited  to 
cases  where  County  Courts  may  have 
concurrent  Jurisdiction  with  a  court  of 
superior  Jurisdiction  In  the  Provlnoe, 
On  this  point  the  sthtutea  of  British 
Columbia  were  cited,  showing  that  the 
actions  could  have  been  brought  In 
either  court  and  the  arguments  then 
proceeded  on  the  merits  of  the  appeal.

Column    of    Smoke    Snoots  Up 
Prom  California  Yoleano— Plamee 
and  Mot  Stones  Bxnltted 


KKDDINO,  CSlf.,  Oct.  24. — Just  as  the 
twilight  was  obscuring  the  outlines  of 
Lnssen  Peak  tonight,  its  craters  spouted 
forth  a  huge  column  of  smoke,  estimated 
at  li.too  feet  high.  Continuous  rum- 
bllngwand  slight  vibrations  of  the  earth 
preceded  the  eruption,  the  fifty-ninth  re- 
corded.

and  they  very  naturally  forget  about 
the  local  commodities. 

Hut  this  Is  only  one  aspect  of  the 
caae  for  publicity  by  mean*  of  news- 
paper advertising.  The  time  to  adver- 
tise Is  when  trade  Is  slow.  When  times 
aro  boomUig  people  are  on  the  lookout 
for  opportunities  to  spend  money,  but 
when  times  %ra  dull,  the  opportunities 
must  be  forced  upon  their  attention. 
There  is  Just  as  much  money  in  the 
country  as  ever  there  was.  but  when  the 
war  came  oh,  everybody  got  nervous 
and  was  afraid  to  expend  a  dollar  for 
fear  they  would  never  get  It  back  again. 
Just  as  some  people  started  to  lay  In 
six  months"  stock  of  provisions  for  fesr 
they  might  otherwise  have  to  go  hun- 
gry.- That  nervousness  has  practically 
disappeared,  and  there  Is  a  fine  opportu- 
nity now  for  merchants  to  build  ug 
their  various  lines  of  business.  This 
can  be  done  better  through  pewspaper 
advertising  than  in  any  other  way. 
Kaatern  business  men  recognise  this, 
but  many  of  our  own  people  do  not. 
Now  Is  the  time  to  advertae. 


We  assume  that  when  Parliament 
meets  steps  will  be*  tsken  to  provide 
n  lief  for  those  who  have  been  left  des- 
tu.ii.  inrough  disabling  wounds  or  by 
tha  death  St  those  upon  wBOrr.  they 
were  dependent.  We  do  not  think  any 
one  desires  to  see  instituted  In  Canada 
such  3  pension  system  as  Is  In  fqree 
In  the  United  States,  where  half  a  cen- 
tury after  the  War  of  Secession  the 
pension  list  has  not  yet  stopped  grow- 
ing. -National  gratitude  Is  admirable, 
but  sometimes  It  may  bo  carried  to  an 
el  surd  excess.  We  think,  however,  that 
there  a  ill  be  no  difference  of  opinion 
aa  to  the  duty  of  the  country  to  see 
that  survivors  of  the  war,  who  may  be 
disabled  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
arc  unable  to  make  a  living  and  the 
widows  and  children,  within  limits,  of 
men  who  loae  their  Uvea*  in  the  service 
or  the  countr>  should  be  placed  beyond 
ths  reach  of  want. 

\  cry  few  expressions  of  opinion  have, 
as  far  aa  we  have  observed,  appeared 
In  the  Kaatern  press  in  regard-  to  thi« 
v.ry  important  matter  This  may  bs. 
an,'  we  hope  it  Is.  due  to  a  general  Im- 
p'rssslon  that  the  ajaklng  or  adequate* 
provision  to  meet  such  casea  aa  those 
referred  to  may  be  taken  for  granted. 
Nevertheless  It  seems  desirable  that  tha 
matter  should  be  k<-pt  to  the  front.  In 
all  human  probabllRy  before  the  close 
ot  1»16  some  of   those  Canadians  who

not  to  be  charged  with  what  is  really 
a  public  duty^  

Bm.rra.mT  Tmaiwuro 

Tteccnl  e\eriis"  have  clearly  demon- 
strated the  value  of  universal  military 
training.  Such  training  must  not  be 
cnroi. nded  with  conscription.  The  lat- 
ter may  or  may  not  Imply  universal 
tralniBiB.  That  depends  entirely  upon 
the  law  or  each  particular  country. 
Conscription  means  enforced  mllltary 
aervlce  by  a  certain  portlon*of  the  pop- 
ulation. Its  essential  feature  is  that  It 
makes      military      service  obligatory. 

1  nder  it  a  certain  number  of  the 
younger  mcmbera  of  the  community  are 
compelled  to  devote  a  part  of  theli  lives, 
to  active  serviee  and.  whrtla  performing 
H.  to  abandon  all  civil  puraulta. 

We  do  not  Mipposc  the  people  of  Can- 
ada would  consent  to  conscription,  and 
so  it  la  not  necesaary  to  -.'onsider  It  at 
all.  But  compulsory  military  training 
doea  not  mean  the  diversion  of  energy 
from  the  pursuits  of  peace,  but  only  the 
education  of  the  youth  of  the  country 
In  the  art  of  defence.  How  this  can 
bast  be  secured  Is  a  matter  for  full 
discussion  at  some  ether  time;  the  only 
point  upon  which  we  wish  to  lay  etrcas 
la  theeriesirablllty  of  inaugurating  such 
a  policy  that  every  young  man,  when 
be  enters  upon  the  enjoyment  of  the 
rtghta  of  eltlscnshlp.  shall  bo  fit  to 
discharge  the  final  duty  of  citlaenship. 
namely,  the  defence  of  tha  country. 


If  the  public  mind  were  nut  so  fully 
occupied  by  the  war,  the  suggestion  of 
a  site  for  a  new  'ajemetery  would  have 
invited  a  great  deal  of  discussion.  Wc 
do  not  wish.  In  the  observations  that 
follow,  tq  be  understood  as  objecting  to 
the  proposed  site  at  the  foot  of  Mount 
Douglaa.  We  aee  many  things  In  favor 
of  such  a  site;  but  certain  considera- 
tions have  to  be  taken  into  account  be- 
fore a  final  selection  has  been  decided 
upon.  The  first  is  that  of  tranaporta- 
Hon,  which  everyone  will  admit  to  be 
an  exceedingly  Important  factor  In  the 
case.  The  distance  from  the  nearest 
carllne.  that  out  to  Mount  Tolmls,  Is 
more  than  two  miles,  which  Is  too  fsr 
for  most  psople  to  walk,  so  that  a  visit 
to  rhe  grounds  would  occasion  consid- 
erable expense  to  those  who  have  not 
their  own  means  of  conveyance.  Tha 
Canadian  Northern  Railway  will  not  be 
very  far  away,  but  It  will  be  %t  a  con- 
siderable distance.  Of  course,  whan 
tfhei bourne  Street  la  opened  and  a  oar- 
line  la  extended  along  It.  the  question 
of  troneportatlon  will  be  solved,  but 
the  'when  In  thla  oaaa  la  very  in- 
definite 

We  fully  reallae  that  tha  early  occu- 
pation of  a  new  cemetery  In  a  growing 
cemmuglty  Is  almost  necessarily  at- 
teaded  with  diBulvaoutas,  net  only  by 


reason  of  difficulties  of  transportation, 
but  'Because  or  the  lack  of  water  /or 
the  proper  maintenance  of  the  grounds 
and  so  on.  and  are  therefore  by  no 
means  disposed  to  say  that  the  com- 
mlltee  of  the  City  Council  haa  not  ex- 
ercised the  best  Judgment  possible,  all 
things  being  considered.  Our  object  ra 
directing  attention  to  the  subject  la 
that  it  may  recalve  greater  thought 
from  the  public  generally  than  appeere 
to  have  been  given  to  It. 


The  splendid  spirit  of  devotion  to  the 
Kmplre  exhibited  by  the  very  great 
majority  of  the  people  of  South  Africa 
since  the  war  began  ts  worthy  of  the 
highest  praise.  This  sentiment  is  by 
no  means  confined  to  people  of  British 
origin,  hut  finds  expression  among  the 
Boers  with  quite  as  great  fervor  as 
amqyrg  their  fellow-cltlsens.  General 
Botha  represents  an  Overwhelming  ma- 
jority of  the  Boer  population  in  his 
noble  patriotism  and  loyalty.  His 
speeches  have  a  fine  ring.  "South 
Africa."  he  said,  "must  prove  to  the 
British"  Kmplre.  which  is  wetehlng  her" 
that  she  is  worthy,  and  still  mors 
worthy,  of  trust."  A  little  later  In  the 
course  ot  the  same  speech  he  said:  "In 
the  past  we  have  had  a  clean  and  noble 
history;  let  there  be  no  treason;  let  us 
stand  by  the  Brltlah  Government." 
This  speech  waa  delivered  to  an  audi- 
ence of  5,000  Boer  farmers,  and  the  re- 
port says  that  at  Its  conclusion  he  was 
greeted  with  a  storm  of  cheers,  which 
lasted  some  minutes. 

While  South  Africa  would  unquestion- 
ably support  the  Kmpire  upon  grounds 
of  sentiment  alone,  there  Is  no  daubt 
that  its  people  have  a  very  keen  inter- 
est In  the  outcome  of  the  war  upon  local 
grounda,  because  of  the  proximity  of 
German  territory. 

German  Southwest  Africa  is  situated 
between  Portuguese  West  Africa  on  the 
north  and  Cape  Colony  on  the  south; 
to  the  east  is  Bechuanaland  and  to  the 
west  lies  the  open  Atlantic  The  sea- 
board extends  for  a  distance  of  over 
SOU  miles,  but  along  thla  wide  front 
there  is  no  natural  harbor  of  any  im- 
portance. Angra  Pequena  and  Walflsh 
Bay.  the  principal  Indentations,  are 
gradually  being  filled  with  sand  and 
will  never  be  of  much  commercial 
value,  although  there  are  several  small 
places  which,  with  the  aid  of  artificial 
means,  might  kg  cotivert.-d  Into  very 
good  ports.  Tin-  country'  is  tiie  western 
ead  of  the  Kalahari  PlategSj  and  the 
eastern  territory  is  sandy  desert.  At 
Windhoek,  In  the  central  part,  tho 
laud  rises  to  form  several  Independent 
ranges  of  mountains,  and  towards  G10 
coast  it  rapidly  slopes  until  the  sea  is 
reached,  a  considerable  pat'  of  the 
coast  lying  at  sea  levH.  The  Kalahari 
Desert  as£d>  several  sluggish  streams 
down  V  the  sea.  but  only  two  a>ii  of 
an^  Importance.  After  rain  has  fallen, 
the  rivers  lilt  quickly,  but  rapldl)  dry 
up  sgaln,  snd  wau.-r  can  only  be  ob- 
tained by  digging  the  sands  of  their 
river  beds  during  certain  periods  of 
the  year.  The  Kalahari  Plateau  and 
the  land  to  tha  west  forms  excellent 
pasturage.  Numerous  hot  springs  exist. 
Jn  the  mountainous  district*  |gej  occurs 
frequently.  The  population  of  German 
Southwest  Africa  la  composed  chiefly 
of  negroes,  Including  t  ;•:  diminutive 
Hottentots  and  Bushmen.  The  general 
vegetation  la  scanty,  wild  animals  are 
aapfdtj  disappearing,  consequently  the 
m  cupation  of  the  nativsb  Is  raising 
cattle.  The  territory  was  declared  a 
German  possession  In  August*.  I  SI  I, 
aftrr  Kuderitx  of  Bremen  had  privately 
bought  the  land  from  native  chiefs 
Mart  is  a  garrison  distributed  over  the 
three  administrative  districts.  Wind- 
hoek la  the  largest  and  BJOM  important 
town  and  contains  the  r—  Mans*  si  the 
Governor.  It  is  connected  with  the 
coast  by  railway  to  Swakopmund. 

General  Botha  says  that  South  Africa 
must  place  herself  In  a  position  to  be 
consulted  as  to  the  disposal  of  this  ter- 
ritory.

Paeife  Coaaa,  from  winch  almost  en- 
tirely it  draws  its  supply  for  ordinary 
building  purposes,  as  the  native  woods 
are.  with  few  exceptions,  extremely  ;

transportation  from  one  part  of  the 
country  to  another  is  high,  and  extra 
lahor  In  working  It  makes  Ita  use  ex- 
pensive. Mete,  therefore.  Is  an  article 
which  Is  needed  In  Australia,  and  being 
used  In  constantly  Inceeaslng  quanti- 
ties, and  which  is  produced  h>  British 
Columbia  and  the  nelghhoi -I tig  States 
of  Washington  and  Oregon.  The  fig- 
ures show  the  magnitude  of  the  trade, 
and  the  large  proportion  of  It  enjoyed 
by  the  I  nlted  States,  which  could  be 
diverted  to  Hrltlsh  Column**  by  a  cum- 
toms  preference.  The  shipments  of 
Douglas  nr.  called  also  Oregon  pine, 
to  Australia,  for  the  past  twelve  years 
show  that  th*  trade  in  this  article  has 
increased  from  t>l, 300,293  feet  In  1902 
to  33S.773.tl2  feet  In  1915— over  390 
per  cent — and  that  while  In  1902  Brit- 
ish Columbia  enjoyed  33  per  cent  of 
the  trade.  In  1913  she  had  only  4  per 
cent. 

In  1*13  British  Columbia  Coast  mills 
Ottt  7il.tt80.oiio  fe-t  and  only  shipped 
16,000.000  feet  to  all  foreign  countrlea 
combined.  Think  for  a  moment  of  what 
It  would  have  meant  If  our  mills  had 
secured  say  even  60  per  cent  of  the 
38S.000.000  f*et  which  Australia  took. 
Instead  of  4  per  cent.  , 

The  hardwoods  of  Australia,  the  trade 
In  whb  h  Is  gradually  Increasing,  enter 
Canada  free,  and  we  are  pleased  It 
should  be  so,  but  We  wish  It  clearly 
understood  that  we  are  not  asking  a 
free  entrance  for  our  lumber,  not  even 
a  reduction  In  duty.  Australia  has  a 
lumber  industry  to  protect,  and  If  for 
revenue  purposes  or  the  protection  of 
her  lumber  Industry.  Australia  con- 
sider It  politic  to  retain  the  present 
duty  or  impose  a  higher,  we  have  noth- 
ing to  urge  against  such  a  course.  We 
do  not  wish  their  manufacturers  to 
suffer  for  our  gain,  but  are  content  to 
rely  on  the  natural  requirements  for 
our  soft  woods,  made  ner-essary  by  the 
continuous  development  of  the  Com*' 
monwealth,  and  that  after  putting  on 
a  duty  to  furnish  a  proper  quota  of 
revenue,  and  also  protect  their  own 
gome  Industry,  they  Include  also  some- 
thing  additional  which  they  can*  take 
off  for  the  benefit  of  Canada,  without 
hurting  themselves.  Preference,  not 
free  trade,  la  what  we  seek. 

What  result  may  be  fairly  expect-d 
from  a  preferential  tariff  with  Aus- 
tralia and  New  Zealand  Is  exemplified 
by  What  has  occurred  In  the  case  of 
South  Africa.  In  which  market  the  pro- 
duct of  British  Columbia  has  a  prefer- 
enc»  of  a  rebate  of  10  per  cent  on  the 
doty,  amounting  to  ahout  m  per  rent 
on  the  value  of  the  lumber.  it  will 
be  noticed  that  la  the  trade  with  Houth 
Africa  RHufrh  Columbia  did  14  per 
tent. 

In  further  eupport  of  our  remarks 
*•  to  tbe  etrong  position  the  trad*  in 
this  article  commands  In  Australia,  we 
would  point  to  the  fart  that  freights 
from  the  Pacific  Coast  to  \.>stralia  ad-

MANY  BUYERS  AT  MARKET 


L«rgf  Quantities  of  Produce  Met  With 
Steady  Bale  at  Yesterday  s 
Public  Market 

The  Increasing  patronage  at  the 
public  market  Is  Indicative  of  the  fact 
that  the  Institution,  now  a  month  in 
operation,  has  come  to  stay,  yester- 
day's market  was  very  largely  attended, 
even  more»  so  than  usual,  and  the  ac- 
commodation for  stall  holders  was  again 
inadequate,  some  of  the  producers  hav- 
ing to  have  resort  to  temporary  cup- 
ports  on  which  to  display  their  produce, 
while  a  number  sold  direct  from  the 
wagon.  The  produce  offered  was  In 
large  quantity  and.  aa  usual,  of  excel- 
lent quality,  hut  the  demand  was  keen 
throughout  the  morning.  By  the  early 
afternoon  practically  everything  had 
been  disposed  of.  The  supply  of  apples 
was  slightly  larger  while  the  same  In- 
adequate supply  of  dressed  meats, 
especially  pork  and  Iamb,  was  noted 
Poultry  was  eagerly  bought  and  more 
could  have  been  disposed  of.  The  line 
of  vegetables  was  large  and  their  fresh- 
ness w«s  evident.  Prices  ruled  practical- 
ly the  same  as  on  previous  market. days. 

Fortunately  weather  conditions  were 
all  that  could  be  desired,  but  growers 
will  be  delighted  when  the  new  quarters 
m  the  market  building  are  ready,  as  at 
this  time  of  year  an  out-door  market  Is 
somewhat  risky  from  tbe  standpoint  of 
climatic  conditions.  It  Is  expected  that 
not  more  than  one  more  market  will  be 
held  In  the  present  .location  and  that  by 
the  week  after  next,  at  latest,  the  per- 
manent quartere  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupation. 


HID  Bl'  SHERIFF 


Magistrate  Holds  That  Ernest 
Kennedy  Did  Not  Exceed 
His  fights— Trial  Was  Held 
Yesterday. 


After  a  hearing  which  occupied  the 
entire  day  Magistrate  Jay  yesterday 
d'amtssed  the  charge  against  Rrnest 
Kennedy.  managing  director  of  the 
Brltta*  Canadian  Home  Builders.  Lim- 
ited, of  obstructing  Sheriff  Richards 
while  engaged  In  the  performance  of 
his  duty. 

Before  the  opening  of  the  proceed- 
ings there  was  some  argument  between 
counsel.  Mr.  11.  W.  R.  Moore  for  the 
defence,  and  Mr.  K.  <".  Lowe  repr-went- 
lug  the  prosecution,  as  to  the  magis- 
trate's jurisdiction.  Mr.  Moore  main- 
tatawO  that  the  court's  authority  was 
absolute,  while  Mr.  Utr  held  that  the 
cate  was  one  for  election.  Ills  llpnor 
decided  that  It  waa  within  his  jurisdic- 
tion, and  the  sheriff  waa  placed  on  the 
stand. 

Sheriff  Richards  stated.  In  effect, 
that  following  the  heading  down  of 
Judgment  against  the  British  Canadian 
Home  Builders.  Ltd..  last  May.  he  se- 
cured an 'order. and,  In  execution  there- 
of, seized  eertsln  documents  for  the 
satisfaction  of  the  judgment.  Theae 
constated  of  agreements  for  sale  on 
land.  Subsequently,  he  atated.  there 
was  an  underatandtng  with  Mr.  Ken- 
nedy that  any  monies  the  Istter  re- 
ceived, on  account  of  these,  whether  la 
principal  or  interest,  should  be  paid  to 
him  (the  witness).  A  short  time  ago. 
learning  that  Mr  Kennedy  was  In  re- 
ceipt of  some  payments,  notably  on* 
or  more  from  a  Mr.  Pal  User,  he  went 
to  the  British  Canadian  Home  Build- 
era"  office  and  demanded  aettlemwnt. 
Mr.  Kennedy,  however,  refused,  to  com- 
ply with   his  request. 

Other  witnesses  were  heard,  after 
which  Mr.  Moore,  In  a  short  address, 
held  that  Mr.  Kennedy  was  well  with- 
in his  rights  in  the  course  he  had  pur- 
sued, snd  that  the  sheriff,  although 
with  the  heat  of  Intentions  no  doubt, 
had  exceeded  his  authority.  Mr.  Lows 
maintained  the  contrary  and  cited 
authorities.

Asaiatant 
Horticulturist  In  the  Agricultural  De- 
partment for  the  Prince  Rupert  district, 
had  an  encouraging  report  to  make  yea- 
terday  of  the  progreaa  of  agriculture  In 
his  district. 

in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Prince 
Rupert  there  ia  not  very  much  agricul- 
ture, owing  to  the  nature  of  the  coun- 
try, but  a  lively  Interest  has  sprung 
up  tbare  in  the  town-gardening  move* 
merit,  and  splendid  results  have  been  at- 
tained in  thla  direction.  There  are  <  on- 
aiderable  natural  obstacles  to  be  over- 
come, owing  to  the  ground  being  mostly 
musk -egg. 

By  systematic  drslnlng,  howevefT  and 
the  use  of  lime  and  other  fertilisers 
these  ohstaclea  have  been  overcome 
with  extremely  encouraging  results. 

East  '»f  Prince  Rupert,  in  the  Skeena 
Rlrer  Valley  district.  sgrlculture 
\  h  \tQc*t \t\  1  n  n  important,  ^np^cisilly 
now  that  the  rails  of  the 
Grsnd  Trunk  Psclflc  Railway  are 
connected  up.  The  country  la 
bOtter  eulted  for  mixed  farming  than 
anything  else.  The  heavy  rainfall  of 
ths  Autumn  seasons  la  rather  agahial 
the  country  from  the  fruit  grower's 
point  of  view,  '.hough  some  of  the  more 
hardy~frults  do  well.

Including  some  particularly 
good  grain  from  the  Bulk  ley  River, 
fruit  from  I,akelse.  and  vegetables  from 
Klteumkslum.  while  a  specially  fin* 
exhibit  of  vegetables  was  contributed 
by  Graham  Islsnd. 

The  experimental  plots  Instituted  by 
th*  Government  have  helped  a  great 
deal  to  ths  progress  made  In  agrlcul* 
turs  In  Northern  British  Columtla.

DONE  FOR  EMPIRE 

Sob.   W.   J.    Bowser     Del l vera  Stirring 
Addreea    at(    Conservative  Smoking 
Concert  at  R«w  Westminster 

The  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser.  Attorney- 
General  and  Acting- Premier,  returned 
yesterday  from  a  brief  buslf  eas  trip  to 
tn<  Mainlan<1  While  at  Sew  West- 
minster he  had  the  pleasure  of  attend- 
ing thr  smoker  held  to  celebrate  the 
opening  of  the  new  quarter*  „r  tha  c„n. 
*<  rvatlve  t'luh  of  that  city.  Imrlng  the 
course  of  a  speech,  the  Minister  said: 

'  The  German  Emperor  has  .lone  more 
to  solidify  the  Empire  In  this  horrible 
war  than  anyone  could  have  thought  of 
doing.  lie  has  settled  beyond  any  ques- 
tion any  differences  there  might  be  In 
connection  with  India,  lie  has  also 
«<ttled  the  serious  Irish  question,  at 
least  for  the  time  being:  and  he  has 
done  more  in  the  way  of  a  recruiting 
sergeant  than  thousands  In  the  British 
ae;  vl,  .  ,-..„ld  do.  After  this  war  Is 
over,  there  will  have  been  .inch  a  rush 
to  arms  In  Britain  that  Britain  will  not 
fr.el  that  she  Is  deficient  in  number* 
so  far  as  her  armies  are  concerned.  Ton 
must  feel,  as  we  all  feel,  that  this  war 
show*  the  real  sentiment  that  hinds  the 
Erhprle,  and  what  Arlglo-Snxon  blood 
coursing  throush  our  veins  means.  Wc' 
have  had  great  traditions  from  wars 
g<nr  by.  and  we  shall  have  greater  tra- 
ditions, and  perhaps  greater  heroes  to, 
worship.  In  this  war.  Britain  is  stand- 
ing  by  its  word  given  in  solemn  treaty. 
W,.  would  not  hart  It  otherwise,  though 
wo  know  It  means  great  sacrifices  In 
nien  and  money."

Protest  Against  City  Proceed- 
ing With  Street  Works  After 
Petition  Against  Work  Has 
Been  Presented. 


1 'emending-  to  know  why  It  was  that, 
after  the  owners  on  the  street  had 
presented  a  aufrtclent  petition  against 
the  paving  aork  contemplated  >>>  the 
city,  the  Council  should  now  ba  con- 
sidering .the  advisability  of  proceeding 
with  th.-  work  under  the  provision  of 
the  Municipal  Act,  which  permits  the 
CouikII,  on  s  three-fourths  \ote,  to  pro- 
ceed with  a  local  Improvement,  against 
«hnh  the  majority  of  the  owners  to.be 
affected  have  petitioned,  a  deputation 
of  Fairfield  Itoad  owners  waited  upon 
the  streets  committee  yesterdsy.  The 
visit  wai  Ui  consequej>ce,<»f  the  notice 
of  motion  posted  s  week  ago  by  Alder- 
man Todd,  indicating  that  he  would 
urge  the  Council  to  pass  the  work 
turned,  down  by  the  owners. 

The  members  of  the  deputation  con- 
tessed  their  Inability  to  underatand  the 
proposed  action  of  the  board,  claimed 
that  they  had  protested  agalnat  tha 
work  being  undertaken  this  y«-ar  on  ac- 
count of  the  excessive  coat,  and  asserted 
that  with  the  outbreak  of  war  matters 
financial.  Instead  of  Improving  were 
getting  worse.  The  owners  were  now. 
and  probably  will  be  next  year,  leas 
ahl-e  to  stand  an  additional  tax  burdrn 
than  aome  time  ago  when,  even  then, 
the  proposed  outlay  would  have  proved 
too  much-  «, 

Alderman  Todd  explained  that  he  had 
been  led  to  underatand  that,  while  the 
owners  did  not  want  the  work  done 
this  year,  they  would  not  he  averae  to 
having  It  carried  out  next  year;  that  a 
progrsmme  of  work  for  next  year  was 
now  being  prepared  with  a  view  to 
having  all  legal  preliminaries  com- 
pleted so  that  next  year  s  Council  would 
not  be  delayed  In  getting  down  to 
work.  The  work  waa  one  which  should 
be  wiped  off  the  slate.  Alderman  Todd 
declared  that  this  Council  inherited  the 
work  from  previous  Councils  and  It 
was  Its  duty  to  close  up  all  outstanding 
works  and  thus  be  In  a  position  to  as- 
sess for  the  coat.  Kslrfirld  Boad  was 
sn  lm|H>riant  thoroughfare  and  demanded 
prompt  attention. 

Aldermen  Dllworth  and  Mell  doubled 
If,  in  view  of  the  recent  protest  by  the 
owners,  a  protest  which  was  legally 
sufficient,  the  Council  should  now  at- 
tempt to  override  the  owners. 

Mr.  Bngshawe,  one  of  the  deputation, 
argued  that  the  work  was  not  one  of 
Ticcesflty.  It  was  only  a  work  of  neces- 
sity that  could  he  undertaken  by  the 
Council  on  a  three-fourths  vote  after 
the  oVnera  have  successfully  petitioned 
against  It.  Another  owner  declared  that 
he  would  refuse  to  pay  hla  taxes  this 
yesr.  and.  Instead,  use  the  money  in  an 
attempt  to  defeat  the  city  In  tha  courta 
should  the  city  proceed  with  the  work 
against  the  wishes  of  the  majority  of 
the  owners.  Mr.  Woodward,  another 
owner,  hinted  that  any  such  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Council  might  Induce  the 
owners  to  make  the  matter  an  Issue  at 
the   next  municipal  election. 

The  deputation  withdrew  with  the  as- 
surance from  the  chairman.  Alderman 
Porter,  that  their  objections  would  re- 
ceive consideration.

It  la  strange  that  In  Canada  In  three 
generations  ther*  has  come  to  be  so 
sharp  a  division  between  men  and  wo- 
men in  the  matter  of  employment 
Among  pioneer*  labor  was  shared  by 
the  men  and  women  of  the  family.  At 
seedtime  and  harvest  daughtera.  and 
often  mothers,  planted  and  cultivated 
the  fields  and  reaped  and  i*>und  the 
grain.  The  hay  was  turned  and 
gsthered  and  often  stowed  In  the  barn 
by  girls,  who  laughed  and  sang  at  the 
task  which  released  them  from  MM 
loom  or  spinning  wheel.  Cows  were 
milked  and  the  cattle  fed  and  cared 
for  by  girls  a*   «*U  »■  aSSS, 

The  heavy  work  of  the  farm  was. 
indeed,  done  py  men.  except  when  sick- 
ness or  absence  prevented.  Wood  and 
lumber  were  cut  by  them  and  the  fields 
were  plowed,  and  when  the  scythe 
toon  the  place  of  the  sickle  It  waa 
wielded  by  their  strong  srms.  though 
th*  women  followed  to  bind  the  grain 

To  the  mother  with  little  children 
the  cooking  and  other  household  duties 
were  left  as  a  rule.  Put  In  the  abort 
S  .turners  es.  ry  hand  waa  needed  that 
the  work  of  the  farm  or  clearing 
might  be  completed. 

.mnce  the  Invention  of  farming  ma- 
chinery all  th:*  has  been  chsnged,  snd 
tlie  farmers'  daughters  leave  home  for 
college  or  business)  or  factory  quite  as 
much  because  they  are  itot  needed  out 
of  doors  aa  because  their  Indoor  Indus- 
tries of  spinning  and  weaving,  knitting 
and  much  of  the  sewing  have  been 
taken  up  by  mill*  and  fa?  tor  lea. 

In  the  smaller  farms  of  Belgium  snd 
France  *nd  other  parts  of  lOurope  wo- 
men, even  In  times  of  peace,  work  In  the 
fields  and  gardens.  It  Is  said  that  dur- 
ing the  late  Balkan  war  the  women 
carried  on  the  labor  of  agriculture  so 
well  thet  there  seemed  little  diminu- 
tion In  the  crops.  Women  must  have 
helped  this  year  to  gather  in  the  har- 
vest In  s  great  part  of  Russia.  Austria 
and  Uermany  M Mould  the  war  con- 
tinue the  women  of  all  the  countries 
engaged  In  th*  conflict  muat  du,  what 
they  csn  to  raise  food.  No  more  effec- 
tive service  could  he  revVSered  their 
country  than  this.  Under  like  clreum- 
staaaes  what  would  Canadian  wo- 
men dot 

Kind  hearted  Canadian  women  are 
already  openlpg  inatr  homea  to  the 
little  orphans  in  Belgium.  Yesterday 
the  Belgian  consul  received  an  appllca- 
Uea  from  two  women  lu  this  cliy.  each 
of  whom  asked  that  application  should 
he  made  In  the  proper  quarter  for  a 
Belgian  child  for  adoption.  This  Is 
charity  In  the  best  and  highest  form. 
No  woman  ran  doubt  that  the  bringing 
of  a  Utile  child  into  her  homo  will 
cause  work  and  troubl*.  Thla  la  true 
when  the  baby  la  of  one  s  own  kin. 
The  i  earing- and  education  of  a  stranger 
Is  still  more  dlnVult.  Hut  if  the  taek 
la  undertaken  In  a  aplrSl  of  love,  the 
labor  and  trouble  will  be  amply  re- 
warded. Perhaps  this  Is  one  of  the 
ways  by  which  the  brotherhood  of  man 
will  be  taught  to  Oanadlana.  ,

«arry  a  cargo  of  caae  oil  from  New 
York  to  Kockbanipton.  Queensland.  Tha 
paaaage  waa  made  to  the  Antlpodea  by 
way  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  irf 
the  meantime  the  Low t her  Range  had 
■  rod  to  load  a  cargo  of  metal 
at  Port  Plrle  for  Antwerp.  The  sudden 
on i break  of  the  war  waa  reaponalble 
for  the  cancellation  of  that  charter. 
The  veaael  waa  aubaequently  taken  by 
Meaars.  J  J.  Moore  A  Co.,  of  Han  Fran- 
etaca,  to  load  a  oargo  of  coal  at  Now- 
caatlo.  N.  8.  W..  for  Guaymas. '  Mexico. 
The  I-owther  Kanga  left  Newoaatle 
aarljl  in  September  and  waa  ateamlng 
In  thi-  Oulf  of  California,  bound  for 
Guaymaa,  when  picked  up  by  the 
crulsur 

Tha  charter  waa  being  carried  out  In 
good  faith  and  neither  the  owners  or 
tlioiie  aboard  the  steamer  even  thought 
that  the  coal  might  be  Intended  for 
brlllKerenta.  "The  coal  was  eelzed," 
said  Captain  (lundr-V,  "to  prevent  it 
being  delivered  at  a  Mexican  port. 
wher»\  owing  to  the  lax  neutrality  regu- 
lations. It  might  be  aold  to  belligerents." 

In  the  opinion  of  Captain  dundry. 
tlie  coal  carried  by  the  I,owthcr  Range 
will  be  punhaaed  by  the  Government, 
when  ahe  will  probably  be  relaaaed. 
Cautalu  Gundry  .aye  fhe  same  condi- 
tions affact  the  seizure  of  the  Brltleh 
at.amer  Ilankdale.  which  has  Pocahon- 
tas coal  from  Norfolk.  Va.  Word  has 
been  received  by  Captain  Gundry  from 
hla  owners  that  the  Lowther  Range 
has  been  taken  under  charter  to  load 
grain,  probably  at  Portland,  for  the 
fnited  Kingdom.  Thirty  jeara  hgve 
elapsed  alnre  Captain  Gundry  waa  laat 
on  the  North  I'aclrtc  Coast.
